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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of Figure 10 in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. Claims 3, 12 and 19 have been withdrawn from consideration because 
the applicant has not included these claims in the elected species. The claims to be 
examined are limited to those claims defining elements of the invention clearly shown 
by the elected Figure . The Examiner has reviewed the application and has withdrawn 
claims from consideration because the elected Figure does not disclose . 

Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement complies with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1), listing of 
all patents, publications, or other information submitted. However, the date provided 
should be at least the month and year of publication in the form MM/YYYY. The day of 
the publication can be omitted. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "integral mounting", 
"integrally coupling" or "coupling" of the unit to the table must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. Noted that on 
page 8 of the applicant's discloser the unit 120 has a base 123 swivel-mounted to a 
core. The core and swivel-mount are not shown in the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for the table and scoring unit assembly of Figure 1 , does not reasonably 
provide enablement for the assembly of Figure 10. The specification does not enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make the 
invention commensurate in scope with these claims. There is no disclosure of an integral 
mounting or coupling of the unit to the table. We are not shown the details of the construction of 
the swivel-mount and the core to which the unit is attached. By way of contrast, the connection 
of the unit to the table is clear in the embodiments of Figures 1, 8 and 9. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Terms which make the claims indefinite include: 
"integrally mounted" in claim 1 and "means for integrally coupling" in claim 15 - as noted 
above what the mounting is make up of and what makes it integral with the table are not 
clearly understood; "an attachment coupling the housing at one end of the table to 
extend the scoring unit" in claim 8 - what is not clearly statement is that the housing is 
coupled to something by the attachment. It is not clear how "an aperture" facilitates the 
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coupling means. Claim 6 is misdescriptive because the disclosure clearly distinguishes 
between a recess and an aperture. Claim 10 is misdescriptive because there is no 
single element disclosed as supporting both the table and the housing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year 
prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4-11, 12-18 and 20, as presented, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Ditonto. Ditonto shows a table 14 with an 
aperture 82 and a unit 10, 18, 20 mounted on a pedestal 52 at one end of the table. 
Ditonto shows a keypad attached to the display of the unit
